In er youth ſhe put herſelf to learn ſhoemaking ; 
but removing to Briſtol, heard the Methodiſt 
preaching, and join'd the Society. 


Her natural abilities were good, her behaviour 
remarkably ſerious, and exemplary. 


_ She fell fick, and no ſooner recovered, but had 

cancers in each breaft, and was admitted an out- 
& patient in the Infirmary ; where ſhe diſcovered 
3 great re/ignation to affiiftion and poverty. 


3 Afterwards ſhe ſailed into Cornwall, and re- 
turning to Briftol, gave the following account.

to turn back. But whilſt 1 implored the divine 
direction, the wind ſhifted, and we hoiſted ſail 
under a fair gale till we clear d Poſſet. 


About twelve we made the Holmes : The wea- 
ther fair, but the wind north-weſt. Several ſail 
followed us, and one ſloop bore us company till 


night; when we loſt ſight of her till 'Tueſday 


afternoon, and had made the Combs. 


All on board were men but myſelf. The ſhips 
crew were full of levity, but I ſang hymns, and 


read the ſcriptures below. The captain's brother 
had heard our preaching once, and joined with 


me. I reproved ſuch as trifled, and reminded 


them of the perils of the deep. I told them | 
the neceſſity of turning to God, and explained | 


the nature of true religion. Some derided, o- 


thers rejected me, ſay ing theſe things were 
more than the apoſtles experienced, and for one | 


who knew nothing to talk thus was not to be 


borne. I w ithdrew, and committed them to 1 


God with longing deſire for their ſalvation.

About nine, I would have called them to 
prayer, the ſailors ſaid they muſt work the 
veſſel for our lives; and moſt of the xeft con- 
tinued hardened. 


At twelve a ſea broke in a-head, and tore 
away the rug from the companion door,- which 
was put to keep off the wind, and beat out all 
the lights. It had been the work of three or 
four at once, to keep them in, and all they 
could do was to light them as faſt they went out; 
but now the tinder was wet, and the mat- 
Ches all gone, only the ſnuff of one candle was 
ſtill burning, hereupon they cry'd out we ſhall 

all go down to the bottom for want of light. 


Here the guardian care of God appear'd a- 
gain. I had ſeen a match laying by me be- 
fore the laſt candle went out, and I lighted it 
by the ſmoaking ſnuff; ſo we had light again, 
and I held it, till they made a freſh ſcreen; and 
as we could have had no more, Divine Providence 
Jo ordered, that it continued burning till day. 

As ſoon as the ftorm began, feebleneſs of body
